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It’s another u-tum 
in Whitehall farce

HAVING rejected his own Government's deci¬ 
sion not to give funding to a community project, 
Government Minister Andrew Stunell has now 
overturned his own U-turn. 

The bombshell news came in an email leaked to 
Luton on Sunday. 

Liberal Democrat Mr Stunell had overturned 
the current Government’s decision to refuse the 
money sought for the Organisation Workshop by 
project Marsh Farm Outreach CIC (MFO) after 
campaigners from the scheme protested to him 
personally. 

Now he has changed his mind again after LoS 
had revealed that MFO was in liquidation at the 
time he met the campaigners. 

In July this year the application for the project, 
for the start of a workshop which was designed to 
create 67 jobs and new businesses, was rejected 
by the Government. 

Following this rejection, members of MFO 
camped outside a church in Mr Stunell’s con¬ 
stituency, in August, in order to lobby the Minister. 

They convinced Mr Stunell to overturn his 
Government’s decision, but he was not aware that 
MFO was in liquidation at that time. 

A winding up order was made against MFO on 
July 28 and, as a result, the Marsh Farm 
Community Development Trust, which acts as 
the umbrella organisation for these projects, did 
not believe MFO had the authority to sign the 
contract. 

The Government has now said it will not sup¬ 
port the project, even though MFO is no longer in 
liquidation. 

Following an appeal at the High Court in 
London two weeks ago, Marsh Farm Outreach 
CIC (MFO) was successful in its appeal to have its 
winding-up order temporarily rescinded pending

a further hearing. The leaked email was from 
Lysle Osborne, NDC programme director, at 
MFCDT, and was sent anonymously to this news¬ 
paper. 

It stated ‘I have been informed by CLG and GO 
East of Andrew Stunell’s, the NDC Minister, view 
of the OW project. 

'He is uncomfortable with the financial liabili¬ 
ties of our project deliverer, Marsh Farm 
Outreach (MFO). It is his opinion that the MFO 
financial position increases the risk to the project 
to a level that is unacceptably high. 

'He will not therefore support the scheme in its 
current format. 

‘The OW project requires a 24-week delivery 
period. We now have only 21 weeks left for project 
delivery within the NDC programme. 

‘There is, therefore, no time now for MFCDT to 
redesign the project, commission and set up a 
new delivery mechanism/body. 

“MFO is seeking an audience with Andrew 
Stunell to allay any fears he may have about the 
organisation’s financial status. 

‘Unless the minister has a change of view the 



project will not be able to continue.’ LoS also 
understands that MFO owes MFCDT £22,000 in 
rent and MFO will be taken to court over this. 

A spokesman for the MFCDT said: “The non¬ 
payment of rent by Marsh Farm Outreach CIC is

For more than three weeks this 
newspaper has been trying to get 
a comment from Andrew Stunell, 
Minister for Communities and 
Local Government. 

This is over the fact he 
personally overturned a previous 
decision by his department not to 
award £800,000 for a Marsh 
Farm outreach project. 

He agreed this while the project 
organisers, MFO CIC, was in 
liquidation, which could have been 
easily checked. 

It was suspended for two 
weeks, during which time the 
liquidation order was rescinded. 
However, there were conditions 
to the order. 

Now he has overturned his 
decision to overturn the previous 
verdict and will not be giving the 
project the cash. 

So a long-awaited project bites 
the dust - unless, of course, he 
changes his mind again. 

We have asked Mr Stunell why 
he overturned the decision of his 
department, what were the 
reasons for the project being 
originally refused, and what are 
the conditions attached by the 
courts to the rescinding of the 
winding-up order. 

We have asked Mr Stunell for a 
personal comment. 

We have been met with a wall of 
silence. 

Contrast this reality with 
statements recently made by 
Mr Stunell. 

Mr Stunell said the Department 
for Communities and Local 
Government will publish details of 
everything that is spent over £500. 

He continued: “Local people 
should be able to hold politicians 
and public bodies to account over 
how their hard-earned cash is 
being spent, and how decisions 
are made on their behalf. 

“They can only do that 
effectively if they have the 
information they need at their

HOSPITAL ISOLATION MEASURES REMAIN 

ISOLATION measures are still in place at 

Luton & Dunstable Hospital after two babies 
and their mother were diagnosed with 
bacterial infections last week. 

But the L&D says there have been no more 
infections of the PVL Staphylococcus aureus 
strain which was also found in two other 
newborns. 

It is a bacterium that is commonly carried by 
25-30 per cent of the population, and may be 
found in the nose or the skin. 

The hospital has taken several actions to 
protect the health of babies, families and staff 
including isolating affected babies from 
others, enhanced infection control and 
screening all babies in the unit for PVL 

Staph, aureus. 

EMPTY HOUSE OWNERS WARNED OF SALES 

OWNERS of the 2,313 currently empty homes 
across Central Bedfordshire may be forced to 
sell up if they don’t bring them back to life. 
However, council bosses have said a forced 

sale or compulsory purchase order is a ‘last 
resort’. The draft Empty Homes Strategy 
2010-2015 by Central Bedfordshire Council, 
which went to a scrutiny committee on 

Monday, is aimed at bringing 1,160 of the 
homes - which have been vacant for six 
months or more - back into use. 

If the programme is given the thumbs-up by 
the council’s executive committee on 

November 2, the cash-strapped authority 
could spend up to £160,000 a year on the 
plans. 


NHS bill for agency staff and consultants is £4.4m 


HEALTH consultants and agency 
staff have cost taxpayers more 
than £4.4 million in the last two 
years. 

Last year alone, NHS 
Bedfordshire spent more than 
£1.5m on employing a number of 
agency staff, mostly to cover 
vacant posts while permanent 
staff were being recruited. 

The figures, revealed after Luton 
on Sunday submitted a Freedom 
of Information Act request, show a 
staggering amount of money 
spent during the toughest of 


economic times. The most 
expensive individual was the 
interim head of mental health 
commissioning who covered 
secondment at a cost of £141,000 
over two years. 

The biggest cost was £565,000 
spent throughout the year on 
admin agency staff. 

Between 2009/10, the cost of 
NHS consultants was more than 
£1 million. 

A spokesman for NHS 
Bedfordshire said: “NHS 
Bedfordshire is actively reducing 


its spending on agency staff and 
consultants as part of its work to 
reduce management and overhead 
costs.” 

Money spent on consultants and 
agency staff last year topped more 
than £2.5m, an increase of around 
£770,000 on the previous year. 

Fiona McEvoy, campaign manager 
of The TaxPayers’ Alliance, said: 

“This goes to show how costly it is 
to hire in external staff, and many 
taxpayers will be concerned to 
learn that this practice is diverting 
millions from NHS budgets.” 


Council’s cuts will 
cost over 100 jobs

MORE than 100 jobs will be lost 
at Central Bedfordshire Council 
as it bids to plug its budget gap. 

The council faces a £36 million 
budget cut over the next three 
years and has been forced to make 
cuts as a result. 

Central Beds has been planning 
for next year’s budget since April 
and after hearing the 
Comprehensive Spending Review 
(CSR) on Wednesday it said it was 
well prepared for the cuts. 

There will not be an increase in 
council tax. 

Cllr Maurice Jones (right) said: 
“We will have to reshape services. 
Schools are moving more towards 
becoming academies. 

“Also, as part of the Big Society, 
adult social care will be changing 



and care in the community will be 
more important. 

“We are going to have to change 
the way we do things. We have to 
deal with that loss of money and 


jobs will have to be lost and we are 
looking at more than 100.” 

Last month Luton on Sunday 
exclusively revealed 400-500 jobs 
will be axed at Luton Borough 
Council. 

A Town Hall spokeswoman said: 
“It was clear from the 
Government’s Spending Review 
that there will be a fundamental 
change in the way Luton will be 
funded in future. 

“The council has been proac¬ 
tively planning to cope with the 
potential budget reductions and 
there was nothing in Wednesday’s 
announcement to change our 
planning assumptions. 

“But the devil is in the detail and 
we will have a clearer picture once 
we’ve had a chance to study the 
Government’s specific figures for 
Luton which are expected in early 
December.”

currently the subject of ongoing legal 
proceedings in the Luton County 
Court. 

“It would, therefore, be inappropri¬ 
ate for MFCDT to make any further 
comments at this time.” 

With regards to the leaked email the 
spokesman added: “We cannot com¬ 
ment further until we have received 
official notification from the minis¬ 
ter.” 

A Communities and Local 
Government spokeswoman, said: 
“We were unaware of the financial 
and legal position of Marsh Farm 
Outreach, when the project was first 
approved. 

“This now represents too great a 
risk to £840,000 public funds. We 
support what the project was trying 
to deliver, and have not stopped 
Marsh Farm New Deal for 
Communities from exploring 
whether there is an alternative deliv¬ 
ery model that mitigates the risk to 
public funds. 

“The decision on how to spend 
NDC funding is a local one. If the 
project does not go ahead, Marsh 
Farm NDC can use the £840,000 on 
other projects for the benefit of the 
local community, within this finan¬ 
cial year. Despite pressures on public 
funding, no money has been with¬ 
drawn from Marsh Farm NDC.” 

Glenn Jenkins, spokesman from 
the MFO was not available for com¬ 
ment.

rent out his parked up car

A MAN who left his car at Luton Airport 
returned from holiday to find his 
vehicle had been rented out. 

Dean Dolling parked his car with 
Airparks but when he returned from his 
week long holiday he found his paper¬ 
work thrown across the backseat and his 
CDs and satnav removed. 

Mr Dolling, from Buckinghamshire, 
told BBC Watchdog in an episode aired 
on Friday that he complained to Airparks 
because the car was not in the same state 
he had left it in but staff assured him the 
car had been kept in its secure car park. 

He then got a mysterious call from a 
man called Greg in Australia who told 
him he had been leased his car while 
visiting the UK. 

He said he had found Mr Dolling’s 
details after going through the paper¬ 
work and decided to contact him since it 
was obvious the car was not a lease one. 

Mr Dolling said: “It was obvious the car 
was not in the condition I had left it. 

“He rang me one evening when I was 
coming in from work. I thought it was 
somebody winding me up. Airparks, 


which operates ‘meet-and-greet services’ 
at all the UK’s major airports, said a 
‘series of highly unusual system failures’ 
were to blame and were ‘compounded by 
Mr Dolling dropping off a different 
vehicle than the one he had originally 
booked in’. 

A spokesman for Airparks said: “The 
events that led to this unfortunate inci¬ 
dent are, thankfully, extraordinarily rare. 

“A hire car operation called Green 
Motion which was using part of our 
secured car park to park its vehicles, mis¬ 
takenly identified Mr Dolling’s car as one 
of their hire cars and subsequently hired 


it out, albeit briefly, to a Green Motion 
customer. The Airparks team has a proud 
reputation for outstanding customer 
service but we recognise that this inci¬ 
dent has caused Mr Dolling undue stress. 

“We have apologised unreservedly to 
Mr Dolling and in recognition of the 
stress caused offered to buy him a new, 
like-for-like car. 

“We are also confident that this event 
was so unprecedented, and that the pro¬ 
cedures that we have in place are so 
robust, that we will extend this offer in 
the improbable event that this should 
ever happen again.” 


Chopper tracks down 
high-speed teenagers 

THREE teenagers were arrested on Tuesday after the police 
helicopter helped track a stolen car involved in a high speed 
pursuit. 

Eagle-eyed officers spotted the vehicle in Drovers Way, 
Dunstable, at around 8.45pm, and flagged down the vehicle 
but the driver did not stop. 

The car was quickly picked up by Bedfordshire Police’s hel¬ 
icopter which guided officers on the ground to its occupants. 

All three were arrested and taken to Dunstable Police 
Station and released on police bail pending further 
enquiries. 

Detective Inspector Greg Horsford said: “This was an excel¬ 
lent piece of teamwork between our helicopter unit and offi¬ 
cers on the ground who were able to arrest three suspects 
within hours of the original offence.”

A LABOUR councillor who switched to the Conservative 
Party failed her test to reveal how ‘competent’ she was, we 
can reveal. 

Borough councillor Morel Benard had stated ‘personal rea¬ 
sons’ for leaving the party, but Luton on Sunday has learned 
she made the decision to deselect herself after she did not pass 
an interview and test process which asks questions about the 
role of a councillor. 

Cllr Benard, who has represented Luton Borough Council’s 
Saints ward since 2007, will now continue her role as a Tory 
councillor. 

A Labour Party insider told this newspaper: “Obviously every 
party has different processes they go through but traditionally 
our party has a very stringent process to make sure everyone 
who stands in the name of Labour is capable of doing the job. 

“Some of the questions are about the history of the party, but 
most of the questions in the test are about the role of the coun¬ 
cil and what the councillor would do in certain situations. 

“Cllr Benard did not get through this process and she chose 
to deselect herself.” 

Cllr Benard said: “I do not want to make a comment about 
this. I think if people want to say that I am incompetent then 
they are free to do so. 

“If they say I am then I must be incompetent - and that is 
tongue in cheek, saying I can’t read or write and am incompe¬ 
tent. 

“I have a string of degrees. 

“If they are saying I am not representative of my ward then I 
must be. I am continuing to do the work I was doing before.” 

According to sources there are at least two more Labour 
councillors who have come under fire for their representation 
of the party as a councillor since they were elected. 

Their current positions are under review and if the party said 
it thinks they are still not the best person for the job then they 
will be deselected and will not be able to stand in next year’s 
local elections. 
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Two arrested as kerb 
crawling project starts

TWO women were arrested 
on suspicion of managing a 
brothel, on Thursday night. 

The warrants follow on from 
Bedfordshire Police’s crack¬ 
down on kerb crawlers in the 
High Town area of Luton 
which was launched on the 
same morning. 

Using information and act¬ 
ing on the concerns of resi¬ 
dents, police raided two prop¬ 
erties in Elizabeth Street and 
Cowper Street in Luton. 

A 53-year-old woman at the 
Elizabeth Street address and a 
45-year-old woman at 
Cowper Street were both 
arrested on suspicion of man¬ 
aging a brothel. 

A third woman was also 
arrested on immigration 
issues and has been handed 
over to the Immigration 
Service. 

After a search of the 
Elizabeth Street house, infor¬ 


mation led officers to a fur¬ 
ther address in Flamstead, 
Hertfordshire, where a large 
cannabis factory was found 
and a further two arrests were 
made. 

The arrests came as part of a 
crackdown by police, Luton 
Borough Council and resi¬ 
dents to find a long term solu¬ 


tion of kerb crawlers in the 
town. 

Passers-by will now see a 
large banner in Dudley Street, 
Luton, and ten small metal 
signs attached to lampposts 
in the High Town area. 

The signs carry the same 
message and are to be placed 
where sex workers have been 


most commonly seen. The 
campaign will last about eight 
to ten weeks and alongside it 
enforcement work against 
kerb crawlers will be continu¬ 
ing. 

Police Sergeant Michelle 
Moore said: “The quality of 
life for those residents who 
live close to these properties 
had been undermined and 
these arrests would not have 
been as successful as they 
were without members of the 
local community showing 
courage and coming forward 
with information. 

“I would like to thank them 
for their help. 

“This was an intelligence led 
operation dealing directly 
with the concerns of the local 
community and it took place 
as a direct response to their 
concerns. 

“It is anticipated further 
operations such as this will 
take place in the future to 
make Luton a safer place for 
people to live, work and visit.” 


Tennyson admits to illegal work 


A SELF-EMPLOYED plumber has 
been prosecuted for continuing 
to carry out illegal work on gas 
boilers despite orders to stop. 

James Tennyson, 55, of 
Rutland Crescent, Luton, 
admitted breaching health and 
safety laws when he appeared 
at Luton Magistrates’ Court on 
Thursday. 

The Health and Safety 
Executive [HSE] had warned 
Tennyson in 2003 about 
carrying out work on gas 
fittings when he was not 
registered to do so, a legal 
requirement for anyone 
carrying out such work. 

However, HSE learned earlier 
this year that Tennyson had 
again worked illegally on gas 
appliances. 

Legitimate gas engineers told 
HSE the plumber had left gas 
boilers in dangerous conditions 
at two homes in the area - one 
in Polegate, Luton, and the 


other in Houghton Regis. 
Magistrates ordered Tennyson 
to carry out 180 hours of 
community service and 
ordered him to pay £250 costs. 
He had already received a 
formal notice prohibiting him 
from continuing with gas 
work until competent enough 
to do so. 

After the sentencing, HSE 
inspector Stephen Manley said: 
“Working with gas appliances is 
difficult, specialised and 
potentially very dangerous. 

Only qualified and registered 
engineers should attempt it. 

“HSE will not hesitate to 
prosecute those who break the 
law in this way.” 

Tennyson admitted two 
breaches of Regulation 3[3] of 
the Gas Safety [Installation & 
Use] Regulations 1998 and one 
breach of Section 3[2] of the 
Health and Safety at Work etc 
Act 1974.

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New development 
plan will not go west

A COMMITTEE passed develop¬ 
ment plans on Friday which do 
not include building towards the 
west of Luton. 

At the joint meeting, six Luton 
Borough councillors and six 
Central Bedfordshire councillors 
reviewed the strategy for propos¬ 
als for 15,000 new homes in south 
Bedfordshire between 2011 and 
2026. 

The core plans include 134 
hectares of employment land 
which would result in more than 
28,000 jobs being created. 

Infrastructure will also benefit 
from the new plan with £50 mil¬ 
lion of private investment being 
included which will contribute 
towards the A5/M1 link road and 
policy has also been included to 
protect green belt land from 
development. 

Luton Liberal Democrat group 
leader David Franks, who sits on 
the committee, said: “The core 
strategy involves a housing devel¬ 
opment to the north of Luton and 
no development to the west of 
Luton. 

“Now this will go to a public 
enquiry run by a Government 
planning inspector some time in 
the summer next year. A 



Government minister will then 
make the final decision.” 

An amendment was moved dur¬ 
ing the meeting to add the follow¬ 
ing words - which refer to the 
Bushwood development - to the 
recommendation: ‘To recognise 
that no completely effective solu¬ 
tion to the housing problems in 
the area can be delivered without 
some additional sustainable 
development to the west of 
Luton’. 

However, with four Labour and 
two Liberal Democrat Luton 
members voting for this, and six 
Conservatives voting against, the 
chairman, Tom Nicols, did not 
use the casting vote but declared 
the amendment not carried. 


According to John Boyle, the 
director of the Bushwood propos¬ 
als to the west of Luton, their 
masterplan is based on three key 
principles: 

■ Delivering new jobs and 
affordable homes for the area 

■ Delivering leisure facilities 
through regeneration opportuni¬ 
ties including a new community 
stadium 

■ Minimising impacts on com¬ 
munities by delivering perma¬ 
nent green separation between 
Caddington and Slip End and 
Bushwood 

Mr Boyle said: “All Luton 
Borough councillors on the joint 
Committee recognised the west 
of Luton and the 7,000 supporters 
now firmly behind our project. 

“We feel that our proposals will 
bring enormous benefit to the 
area and in these times of public 
sector cuts we have a very strong 
argument. 

“The west of Luton can deliver 
housing and employment with 
massive community benefits that 
are deliverable, whereas alterna¬ 
tive options for growth to the 
north of Luton, Dunstable and 
Houghton Regis are still reliant on 
a considerable amount of taxpay¬ 
ers’ money. 

“We will be presenting our views 
at the public enquiry.”

THE cost of Luton’s annual fire¬ 
works display next month has 
been branded ‘excessive’ at more 
than £1,000 per minute, we can 
reveal. 

Luton Borough Council has 
forked out £28,000 for the 20 
minute event at £1,400 per 60 
seconds. 

Thousands will attend the free 
November 6 display, which this 
year will be provided by private 
firm Alchemy Fireworks at Pope’s 
Meadow, in Old Bedford Road. 

But the Town Hall - which Luton 
on Sunday exclusively revealed 
last month was axing between 
400-500 jobs - has come under 
fire for paying too much for the 
event. 

A spokesman for The TaxPayers’ 
Alliance said: “Residents value 



things like fireworks displays and 
Christmas decorations but the 
council is still obliged to keep 


costs down, particularly in light 
of looming cuts. 

“At £1,000 per minute, this just 
looks excessive at a time when 
families are still struggling and 
frontline services are under 
threat. 

“It’s really just about common 
sense and keeping all spending 
proportionate and appropriate.” 

A council spokeswoman said: 
“Our aim is to encourage people 
to attend our safe and controlled 
firework display rather than set¬ 
ting off their own fireworks in the 
park, or worse being in the fire¬ 
work fall out zone where they 
could be placing themselves at 
risk. 

“Under these circumstances the 
most cost effective and safe solu¬ 
tion is a free event.”

Call for cameras 
on ‘speedy’ road

SPEEDING cars along Leagrave 
Road are a ‘danger’ - but nothing 
will be done about it. 

At a recent Luton Borough 
Council meeting it was decided 
that another zebra crossing 
should not be put on the road. 

But two businessmen who work 
at limmy’s Tyres, on Leagrave 
Road, said it needs speed cam¬ 
eras to help solve the problem. 

Arfat Riaz said: “This road is 
awful, we get so many speeding 
cars. There are accidents here 
nearly every week but they aren’t 
reported. 

“We need something to be done 
here. Speed cameras would be 
ideal. People just come down 
here so fast. You can hear them 
getting faster at night.” 

Mohammed famil said: “It’s way 
overdue having something done. 
I think about 600 people signed a 
petition but they have not been 
listened to. 

“This zebra crossing is bad, it’s 
right next to the junction so you 
can’t see people when they want 
to cross it. 

“They need to have speed cam-

eras along the road. It would stop 
so many accidents, it’s danger¬ 
ous.” 

Councillor Tahir Khan said 
about the meeting: “We wanted 
to look at that road after a num¬ 
ber of things happened on it. 

“A zebra crossing is one of the 
options but I think speed cam¬ 
eras are needed on that part of 
the road. But unfortunately the 
new coalition Government has 
cut the funding for speed cam¬ 
eras. 

“We are left without the option 
to do anything for speed cam¬ 
eras. Something does need to be 
done and we will be discussing 
the possible options.” 

Between 2007 and 2009 there 


were three serious injury colli¬ 
sions on Leagrave Road involving 
four people. There were no fatali¬ 
ties in those years. 

This year, there was one young 
girl who was seriously injured 
and two men who were killed in 
accidents on the road. 

After a survey by the council, on 
average 11,132 vehicles use 
Leagrave Road daily and 88 per 
cent were recorded as being with¬ 
in the 30mph speed limit. 

About 95 per cent of the total 
were travelling within the police 
prosecution speed of 35mph and 
less than one per cent were 
exceeding 40mph. 

A spokeswoman for 
Bedfordshire and Luton Casualty 
Reduction Partnership said: 
“Bedfordshire Police and Luton 
Borough Council have investigat¬ 
ed the vehicle speeds and the cir¬ 
cumstances of recent casualties 
on Leagrave Road, Luton and 
found that it does not meet the 
criteria for the installation of 
fixed speed cameras or the 
deployment of regular mobile 
speed enforcement. 

“This is entirely unrelated to 
changes in funding for safety 
cameras.” 


Addict burglar told ‘it is up to you’ as he’s jailed 


A BURGLAR was jailed for three 
years on Wednesday after 
stealing a flat screen television 
and a DVD player from a house. 

Parvinder Lagah was seen 
acting suspiciously at the house 
in Beechwood Road, Luton, on 
April 12 by a neighbour, Luton 
Crown Court heard. 

Prosecutor Geoffrey Porter 
said that when it was discovered 
that there had been a break in 
the neighbour was able to pick 
out 28-year-old Lagah at an 
identity parade. He was arrested 


and said he had been in the area 
carrying out garden clearance 
work. 

Lagah, of High Town Road, 
Luton, pleaded guilty on the day 
of his trial last month and 
returned to court for sentencing. 

Mr Porter said Lagah had a long 
list of previous convictions, 
including burglaries of homes. 

Defence barrister Kate Chidgey 
asked for Lagah to be placed on 
a drug rehabilitation course. 

She said his crimes were the 
result of addiction and while he 


was held on remand in prison 
she said he had been making 
progress and wanted to give up 
drugs. 

She said he had taken a 
voluntary drug test, which had 
proved negative. 

But Recorder Ian Baker refused 
saying Lagah had been given 
chances in the past. 

Jailing him he said: “You have 
made an effort to give up drugs. 

“I hope you continue to make 
efforts. Nobody else can do it. It 
is up to you.”

The Government has just 
announced that it will not be making 
generic substitutions of NHS pre¬ 
scription drugs compulsory - a move 
that has delighted the National 
Society for Epilepsy and is good news 
for anyone with the condition. 

Cutting costs by swapping a brand¬ 
ed AED to a cheaper generic version 
of the same drug could provoke 
seizures or side effects and actually 
end up costing the Government more 
money than it saves. 

Just one breakthrough seizure - 
which is when someone whose 
seizures are usually controlled by 
epilepsy drugs has an unexpected 
seizure - is devastating for the indi¬ 
vidual and may cause serious injury 
and harm, rob someone of their driv¬ 
ing licence and affect their job. 

Support from local people on this 
issue was vital, with many sending 
campaign postcards and letters to the 
Minister of State for Health highlight¬ 
ing the fact that changing drugs 
could provoke seizures or side effects. 

Their support has contributed to 
the Government’s rejection of the 
scheme. 

It is a relief to see that patient safety 


and common sense have prevailed 
on this occasion. 

The National Society for Epilepsy 
will be keeping a close eye on any 
future plans for cost cutting of drugs 
to ensure that people with epilepsy 
are fully protected.

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Pair given jail terms 
for Violent* burglary

TWO men who threatened a man 
with an axe and knife before 
forcing him to hand over money 
have been jailed indefinitely. 

Louis Woodcock and Daniel 
Dillon, both aged 22, were armed 
and clad in black balaclavas when 
they burst into a house in Linden 
Road, Dunstable on January 28 at 
midnight. 

Daniel Fulcher was alone in the 
house and asleep, said prosecutor 
Maryam Syed at Luton Crown 
Court on Friday. 

She told the court: “His bed¬ 
room door flew open and three 
men burst in. 

“Dillon had a knife with an eight 
inch blade and Woodcock was 
holding an axe.” 

Another man who was wielding 
a baseball bat has pleaded guilty 
to aggravated burglary and will be 
sentenced later. 

Miss Syed said he was the man 
who demanded money and 
struck out with the bat while the 
victim ‘cowered’ on the bed. His 
toe was fractured in the attack. 

She said Dillon was waving the 
knife about, then held it pointing 
down towards the victim and 
threatened to stab him. 

She said: “The victim was saying 
‘please don’t hurt me, please go’. 



They took about £600 from a safe 
in the bedroom and grabbed 
other property before leaving. 

“He was very upset and shocked 
and dreaded to think what they 
would have done if he had not 
opened the safe.” 

She said Mr Fulcher believed he 
was targeted after he had been 
overheard in a pub talking about 
his winnings at a bookmakers. 

Woodcock, of Ravenhill Way, 
Luton, who had a previous con¬ 
viction for serious violence and 
Dillon of Abercorn Road, Luton, 
who had convictions for minor 
violence, both pleaded guilty to 
aggravated burglary. 

They were both given indeter¬ 
minate sentences for public pro¬ 
tection, with Woodcock having to 
serve a minimum of four years in 


custody and Dillon three-and-a- 
half years. Pamela Brain defend¬ 
ing Woodcock said he had con¬ 
quered a drug and alcohol prob¬ 
lem that had been behind his pre¬ 
vious offence. 

John Kearney for Dillon said he 
had been smoking too much 
cannabis at the time and strug¬ 
gling to find work. 

They both said to the court that 
the two defendants were not so 
dangerous as to merit indetermi¬ 
nate sentences. 

But Judge Jeffrey Burke QC said: 
“This was a pre-planned, armed 
and violent intrusion into a man’s 
home. It is obvious that he was 
terrified. 

“I have come to the conclusion 
that you pose a significant risk of 
harm to the public.”

Defection of priests 
could spark end for 
Church of England 


I T’S all the fault of women. 
Some 480 years ago the 
English church split from 
Rome and the Church of 
England was created. This was 
because the Catholic Church 
would not agree to annul the 
marriage between King Henry 
VIII and Catherine of Aragon, 
so Henry could marry Anne 
Boleyn. This itself was prompt¬ 
ed by Henry’s desire to sire a 
son and heir. 

Now, nearly 500 years later, 
CofE parishes are considering 
defecting from their Anglican 
roots and joining, or should it 
be re-joining, Rome. 

This is because their church 
has decided to allow women 
priests to become bishops. 

Pope Benedict has made the 
offer of a safe harbour to all 
Anglican priests - I presume 
male - who are disaffected by 
this decision. 

Should we care about the 
establishment, seen through 
their religion, fighting over who 
can run their churches? I have

to be careful here, as I have 
been attacked recently for ‘rant¬ 
ing’ against religion, and not 
just in this county. 

My infamy is spreading far 
and wide. 

But there is a risk that any 
sizeable schism could see off 
the CofE and I think that would 
be a shame. 

First of all, one of the great 
ironies in this tale of treaties 
torn up and heads chopped off, 
was that one of Henry’s daugh¬ 
ters, Elizabeth, became 
arguably this country’s greatest 
monarch, which would not 
have happened if one of his six 
wives had produced a sturdy 
son. 

As a footnote, it is worth men¬ 
tioning that the architect of these 
changes for Henry VIII, and 
much else besides, was Thomas 
Cromwell, a commoner. 

Those were the days, when 
great offices of state were held 
by the common man. 

I also have to say that I see 
little wrong with having women 
bishops, if bishops there must 
be. 

But over the centuries the 
CofE has become very English, 
in its charm, eccentricity and 
tolerance. While other religions 
hand down edicts and generally 
put the fear of God into their 
flock with tales of wrath and 
damnation, the CofE runs 
bazaars, marries people, baptis¬ 
es children and sees that all in 
their parish who need comfort¬ 
ing are comforted. 

In many rural communities it 


acts as a kind of unofficial social 
service, which may become 
even more important as 
Government cuts start to hurt. 

So if another battle takes place 
between the Catholic and 
Anglican Church, not just 
Christianity might suffer but 
ordinary people as well. 

So why doesn’t someone put 
the kettle on (preferably not the 
woman priest) and they all have 
a chat about it in a civilised, 
Christian manner? 

S TILL the Marsh Farm 
funding project rumbles 
on. Now we know, thanks 
to a leaked email, that the 
Government is not going to give 
the money to the project. For a 
supposedly open Government 
knowing what it is doing, this 
has been completely farcical. 

For the sake of the people of 
Luton and particularly those of 
Marsh Farm, it is time for 
answers on this no, yes, no, 
dithering Government’s behav¬ 
iour. 

I believe both Luton’s MPs, 
Gavin Shuker and Kelvin 
Hopkins, who must have a 
desire both for much needed 
finances to come to Marsh 
Farm and for openness and 
accountability on how such 
money is acquired and spent, 
should start asking questions 
about this saga. 

Both of them are trusted by 
Lutonians of whatever stripe 
and hopefully can find out what 
has been going on. 

If anyone can, they can.

Care home closure 


‘COST-CUTTING’ is the favoured word of the moment - with 
both central and local governments using it left, right and centre. 
In one of the latest moves by Luton Borough Council it is 
proposing to close down the only specialist dementia care centre 
in the town. SOPHIE SCOTT looks at the consequences. 



PLANS to close The Mount in 
Tennyson Road, Luton have 
come under much criticism, 
especially the detrimental effect 
these will have on the residents. 

We exclusively revealed at the 
beginning of the month Luton 
Borough Council’s decision to 
shut down the care home. 

We were subsequently contact¬ 
ed by the families of two resi¬ 
dents who were both upset to 
learn about the closure through 
Luton on Sunday rather than 
from the council. 

Eighty-year-old Peter Knights 
says his wife, Rita, 77, has been 
very happy since she began 
living at the council-run demen¬ 
tia care home last November. 

Sandy McDowell‘s mother 
Violet Chater, an ex-council 
employee, also faces being 
kicked out by the council which 
employed her as a lollipop lady 
for 40 years. 

All 28 residents are threatened 
with relocation if it is decided to 
close down The Mount in 
February. Its 43 members of staff 
would also face losing their jobs. 

It would cost at least £100,000 
to bring the building up to stan¬ 
dard and, in a year, savings of 
£604,000 would be made if the 
service was scrapped. 

In the council’s report on the 
care home, it stated: ‘In reality 
The Mount is a complex, ram¬ 
bling building whose layout is not 
suited to its current role as a pro¬ 
vider of dementia care services. 

‘Dedicated council staff provide 
quality care. It is however 


becoming increasingly difficult 
to provide the levels of dignity, 
including respect of cultural 
needs and space, to provide high 
levels of personal care. 

‘Meeting the often challenging 
care needs of those with demen¬ 
tia will remain difficult within 
this building even if significant 
further investment were to be 
made.’ 

They say with 16 independent 
residential homes in Luton it 
presents an ‘oversupply’ and 
‘these additional beds could 
allow the authority to both 
improve the quality of care pro¬ 
vided to the residents of Luton 


and potentially make efficiency 
savings’. 

Laura Meadowcroft, the 
Alzheimer’s Society’s locality 
manager for East Anglia and 
Central, explained what moving 
the residents may do. 

She said: “Our first concern 
would be for the residents. They 
should be at the centre of any¬ 
thing that happens. There have to 
be cuts, but something like this 
can have a very negative effect. 

“People suffering from demen¬ 
tia need a stable and familiar 
environment, such as knowing 
the rooms, common room and 
also the staff who work with

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criticism mounts as 
effects are assessec 


them. It can cause distress and 
increase confusion and it can 
even affect their health. 

“So really we would say they 
should only be moved if it is in 
the person’s best interests and it 
would mean they had a better 
quality of life.” 

Describing the plan to close 
The Mount as reckless and 
uncaring, leader of the Liberal 
Democrats David Franks says 
the Labour council is putting 
residents at risk and is placing a 
higher value on its money saving 
schemes than on the proper care 
of vulnerable elderly residents. 

Mr Franks said: “When some¬ 
one goes into a council-run eld¬ 
erly persons’ residential home 
they, and their families, quite 
rightly expect that they will stay 
in the same home, with the same 
neighbours and caring staff, 
until the end of their days. 

“This expectation should be 
respected and if there is a case to 
be made for closing The Mount 
then the closure should not take 
place while it still houses perma¬ 
nent residents. 

“Meanwhile spare rooms 
should be used for short-term 
respite care for which there is a 
clear need. 

“The decision by the Labour 
executive is not about caring for

older people, it’s about saving 
money. 

“Just reading the paperwork 
tells you how much their deci¬ 
sion is driven by their desire to 
raise some extra cash and the 
executive report strongly points 
out the sums that can be made 
by selling the site. 

“To make some money they are 
forcing frail elderly people to 
move away from their friends 
and from the place which has 
been their home for years. 

“The vacant sites of homes pre¬ 
viously closed have been sold by 
Labour to raise cash. In contrast,

the sites of the two homes closed 
by the previous Liberal 
Democrat administration were 
both used to provide brand new 
up to date extra-care sheltered 
schemes. 

“This decision to close The 
Mount is a shameful abandon¬ 
ment of the council’s duty to frail 
elderly people. It’s a clear case of 
the Labour council putting 
money before people.”

MP given a flu jab 
to lead by example

MPs and peers were offered flu 
jabs in a bid to encourage their 
constituents to be vaccinated 
against flu for this season. 

Andrew Selous, member for 
South West Bedfordshire, said 
that last year 72 per cent of peo¬ 
ple over 65 and 49.5 per cent in 
the ‘at risk’ groups were vaccinat¬ 
ed against flu in the area. 

The Department of Health pro¬ 
vides free seasonal flu vaccina¬ 
tions for ‘at risk’ groups, which 
include those with chronic respi¬ 
ratory disease (including asth¬ 
ma), heart, renal, liver or neuro¬ 
logical disease, diabetes, low 
immune systems, as well as peo¬ 
ple living in long-stay facilities 
such as nursing and residential 
homes, and carers of elderly or 
disabled people. 

Mr Selous said: “The seasonal 
flu vaccination is important to 
help protect those people who 
are more susceptible to serious 
complications from flu. 

“I would encourage all those that 
are over the age of 65 or are in one 
of the ‘at risk’ groups to visit their 
surgeries and get vaccinated.” 

Dr George Kassianos, a GP 
and fellow and immunisation 


lead of the Royal College of 
GPs, said: “Thankfully the 
recent pandemic was not as 
bad as feared, but we must 
remember that normal season¬ 
al flu still remains a threat, par¬ 
ticularly for people aged over 
65 and those deemed to be ‘at 


risk’, for whom it can be a pret¬ 
ty nasty and serious illness.” 

The initiative is sponsored by 
the UK Vaccine Industry Group 
(UVIG) and is supported by the 
Department of Health as a use¬ 
ful way to highlight the impor¬ 
tance of flu vaccination.

documentary

A TV documentary aiming to bring a 
unique insight into the daily life of staff 
and animals at Whipsnade Zoo will be 
aired next month. 

For the first time in ten years, cameras 
have been given access to all areas for a 
behind the scenes look at the zoo as well 
as the world’s oldest - London Zoo. 

The three-part documentary entitled 
‘The Zoo’ will begin on ITV1 on 
November 9. 

The Zoological Society of London 
(ZSL), which invented the word ‘zoo’, has 
a collection of more than 21,000 wild ani¬ 
mals at its two sites. 

This series reveals what it means to be 
part of ZSL’s dedicated team of 800 staff, 
including some of the world’s best vets. 

The series follows the emotionally 
intense, and at times heartbreaking 
experiences, of the devoted keepers who 
inevitably become very close to the 
animals in their care. 

At Whipsnade, Rob Conachie watches 
nervously as his favourite Asian elephant 
goes into labour for the first time. 

The staff share their close understand¬ 
ing of the habits and traits of the range of 
creatures housed at the zoo, as well as 
the quirks of their relationships. 


Richard Denton, series producer, said: 
“Working on this project has been a reve¬ 
lation. I remember taking my kids to the 
zoo when they were small but I don’t think 
I ever realised the work that really goes 
on here. 

“It has been an extraordinary experience 
to go behind the scenes and share in both 
the triumphs and the disasters.” 

Zoological Director David Field says: 
“We invited the cameras to come behind 
the scenes and experience first hand the 
passion, commitment and dedication of 
our staff, and see some of the conserva¬ 
tion work that forms the backbone of ZSL. 

“The cameras were here during some 
tough times, but also bore witness to 
some incredible achievements. Both 
the highs and lows capture the very 
essence of what makes ZSL such an 
amazing place to work, to visit and to 
support. 

“We are certain that people who watch 
this documentary will walk away with a 
clear view of the hard work, the care, and 
the absolute steadfast commitment our 
staff have to the animals they look after 
in our zoos, and to the conservation of 
animals in the wild.”

Never say Neville! 


DAVID MOYES and Harry Redknapp 
were united in their praise for Phil 
Neville after the veteran Everton captain 
stopped man-of-the-moment Gareth 
Bale in his tracks. 

Bale has been on fire this season, hitting 
new heights on Wednesday night with a 
stunning hat-trick in Spurs’ Champions 
League defeat at Inter Milan and running 
Maicon - who many consider to be the 
world’s best right-back - ragged.

“You should hear him in the dressing 
room; you should see him before the 
game.

That’s why he’s 
had 50-60 England caps and that’s why 
he’s got longevity in his career.” 

Opposite number Redknapp was 
equally effusive about a player whose 
ability has often been called into 
question. “Gareth’s been murdering 
everybody,” said Redknapp. “But I knew 
that Neville wouldn’t be easy because he 
knows what he’s doing. I think he’s an 


under-rated player. I felt he did a decent 
job with Gareth, really - as good as any¬ 
body’s done with him for a long time.” 

Moyes revealed he had made special 
provision for Bale and fellow talisman 
Rafael van der Vaart, who nevertheless 
scored for the fifth time in as many games 
to salvage a point for Spurs. 

But the Scot added: “We can’t say, ‘We’ll 
stop Bale’ or ‘We’ll just stop Van der Vaart’. 
They’ve got players in all areas of the field 
that need taking care of.” 

Van der Vaart levelled less than three 
minutes after Leighton Baines had given 
Everton a 17th-minute lead. 

Admitting the left-back probably would 
not have taken the free-kick had star 
midfielder Mikel Arteta been fit, Moyes 
said: “Bainesy does practise them and he’s 
got that ability. It was nearly impossible to 
get it up and down.”

A MAJESTIC second-half chip sealed a fantastic 
hat-trick for Amari Morgan-Smith as Luton Town 
easily overcame Conference South opposition to 
book their place in the first round of the FA Cup. 

Danny Crow claimed Luton’s other goal in a game 
that they dominated from the word go with St Albans 
City struggling to create any real threat with a flat and 
uninspiring display. 

Saints, who earned the right to play at Kenilworth 
Road after victories over Beckenham Town and 
Kingstonian, came into the game with only one win to 
their name in the Blue Square Bet South this season 
leaving them hovering above their drop zone in 18th 
position. 

Manager Richard Money showed he was well aware 
of the potential banana-skin that St Albans represent¬ 
ed as he made only one change from the side that beat 
both Forest Green Rovers and Eastbourne Borough in 
the past week, as Claude Gnakpa returned to the start¬ 
ing Luton XI in place of Andy Drury. 

The game got off to a slow start, which gave the trav¬ 
elling supporters plenty of time to exchange pleas¬ 
antries with the Luton faithful - which you’d expect 
from any local derby - but the first notable piece of 
action didn’t come until after ten minutes. 

Jake Howells whipped a free kick into the penalty area 
where George Pilkington rose highest - but the skip¬ 
per’s header went straight into the hands of Paul 
Bastock in the City net. 

Luton looked comfortable in possession coming for¬ 
ward, but the final ball into the box was consistently 
disappointing and they could have been made to pay 
as City charged forward on the break which ended with 
Harry Beautyman unleashing a hobbling effort that 
needed a watchful eye from Mark Tyler to gather. 

The Hatters took the lead on 23 minutes as Matthew 
Barnes-Homer played Gnakpa through on the right. 

The Frenchman’s deep cross was touched by the fin¬ 
gertips of Bastock into the path of Morgan-Smith who 
side-footed home off the left hand post. 

The young striker could have doubled his lead four 
minutes later after a delicate pass from Howells put 
him one-on-one with Bastock, but the striker dragged 
his shot agonisingly wide of the left post. 

The Hatters were running the visitors ragged and in¬ 
form Crow added a second just after the half hour 
mark when a quick free-kick from 20 yards caught St 
Albans off-guard and landed in the bottom right cor¬ 
ner. 

The striker then played a part in the Hatters’ third as 
his overhead kick sent Barnes-Homer scampering 
down the right flank to pick out Morgan-Smith who 
headed past a helpless Bastock at the back post.

my football and I think that’s showing.” 

Towards the end of last season, the 
defender formed a formidable trio on 
the left flank with Jake Howells and Tom 
Craddock. There have been personnel 
changes since then, but Murray (pic¬ 
tured) is still often seen bombing down 
the wing and linking up with the attack. 

He feels that’s the benefit of Money’s 
philosophy on how the game should be 
played.

Boxing world salutes stalwart Turner with rare gong 


BOXING 

THE man who helped teach Graham Earl and 
countless others to box has been honoured by 
the World Boxing Council [WBC] with a plaque 
and a medal for his services to boxing in 
Luton. 

Jim Turner, 77, has dedicated five decades of 
his life to the sport after moving to the town 
from Northern Ireland in the early sixties. 

A fighter then trainer of a number of clubs in 
the town, he is now associated with the 
Shamrock Boxing Club on Old Bedford Road 
and, according to his proud son Mervyn, ‘is still 
there most nights’. 

Turner was last week presented with a 
plaque and medal by former British, European 
and world welterweight champion John H 
Stracey and the Mayor of Luton, Tom Shaw, all 
courtesy of WBC president Jose Sulaiman. 

It is only the fourth time the award has ever 
been presented in Europe and has to be given 
a yes vote by every head of the 64 
federations worldwide. 

He was also in Earl’s corner right through his 
amateur days and for his first 12 fights as a 
professional before linking up again in 2008 
when he fought Amir Khan. 

The former lightweight world champion, 
himself now a trainer, manager and promoter 
has said that no-one deserves recognition 
more than Turner.

“I’m very close with Jim,” said Earl. “I started 
my career with him and his award is well 
deserved. 

“He’s in the sport for all the right reasons 
and has certainly put a lot of service in. 

“He’d often be up in the early hours working 


before going to the gym, and he’d stay there 
until about ten o’clock at night. 

“He was stern and there was no messing 
about with him but it couldn’t have gone to a 
better man.” 

Turner was originally due to receive the gong 
during a WBC convention in Cardiff in July - 
the largest boxing festival in European history. 

Ill health prevented him from going, but 
heavyweight champion of the world Vitali 
Klitschko accepted the award on his behalf 
while Jose Sulaiman - the WBC chairman - 
praised him in a letter to Luton Mayor Mr 
Shaw, saying: ‘Jim Turner has changed many 
of Luton’s young peoples lived for the better 
and he has directly steered many children 
away from gangs, crime, alcohol and drugs. 

‘He has helped improve the quality of their 
life and helped some make better informed 
life decisions. 

‘Without people like Jim Turner we would not 
have the champions of today and tomorrow. 
Jim has been a great role model and 
ambassador for the sport. 

The award is to recognise all his hard work 
and dedication. Jim has dedicated his life to 
boxing and the World Boxing Council wanted 
to recognise Jim Turner’s contribution. 

‘Congratulations Jim and keep up the good 
work. May your legacy last for generations to 
come so young people in Luton can reap the 
rewards of your knowledge.’

“It’s always nice to be rewarded with that 
type of gesture,” said Murray. “I’ve told the 
manager that I want to stay here. I’m enjoy¬ 
ing my football now more than I ever have, 
so I don’t see any reason to leave or to have 
my head turned. 

“I hope to sit down with them in the 
future and get something sorted.” 

The 28-year-old has arguably been one of 
Town’s most consistent performers and he 
credits a full pre-season programme in 
helping him hit a rich vein of form. 

He said: “I signed my contract after 
Christmas last year and I felt that my form 
was good [from then] because of the stabil¬ 
ity that I had. I didn’t have a pre-season last 
year, so with a good one this season I think 
that my fitness is a little bit better. 

“The longer you spend at a club, the more 


you can settle in and relax. You understand 
what the manager and your team-mates 
are about. I’m confident in the side at the 
moment and, touch wood, everybody stays 
fit and there’s no reason why we can’t have 
a successful season. 

“I’m pleased with my own form. I’m 


always very critical of my performance 
after any game, but I feel I’m in a decent 
vein of form this season. I’m playing with 
good players and decent wide men. 

“I’ve got a good relationship with the play¬ 
ers around me and I’m enjoying
